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After their presentation there 
was a question and answer 
session and both parties 
answered all questions with 
the exception of finance. 
The question regarding 
finance is the realm of the 
RFL and they are to carry 
out due diligence on all 

the parties and sponsors 
and then report back to the 
Championship and League 
1 Chairman as soon as 
possible. 


A vote was taken and with a good majority 

it was decided subject to the due diligence 
proving both parties are suitable, then the 
RFL may make the decision regarding the 
two clubs being admitted to play next sea- 
son. | would like to mention the Olympic Leg- 
acy Park and where we are up to with regard 
to the facilities at the ground. At present the 
ground is in a transitional oie regarding 
the ownership. 


The ownership is now being transferred from 
the Sheffield Council to the Scarborough 
Group. Once all the legalities have been sat- 
isfied the Scarborough Group will commence 
construction of a circa 800-seater stand 

and 3,000 terracing which will have all the 
requirements for a sports arena integral to 

its construction, i.e. changing rooms, dining 
rooms, bars, toilets etc. We as a tenant have 
to, at present, until the new stand is com- 
pleted, manage our match days with hired 
temporary facilities. This is a fact and there | Is 
no alternative. 


| must express my thanks to all the fans for 
their patience and | must also thank the staff 
at the Scarborough Group and Sheffield 
United for creating this stadium and hopefully 
work will begin very soon.
